Captaia Raymond often mado suggestions 
and consulted with witness as to the vessel, 
independently of Aranguren. Witness then 
declined to recognise Aranguten; their 
opiaiona differed an many points. 

Croas-examined:—Mr Kaw Hong Teke 
wrote to witness expressing satisfaction

been executed ; but Messrs Malcampo were 
dissatisfied and threatened an action for 
breach of contract, Witness regarded Cor- 
deiro aa superintendent of the engineering 
department fcr defendants, and Raymond 
the deck depatiment; Arapguren as mor 
body.

Tho narrative 
brings into prominence the remarkable 
change which hos been produced, by 
modern knowledge of the nature, causes, 
aud chasnela of diffusion of communicable 
disease, alike in the popular and in tho 


its prevalonce entails upon tho dwellera 
within or bear 10 ao infected arca. In 
London, in £665, the ohief idea of the 
inhabitants wee to flee from danger. In 
Hongkong, uot only was there an absense 
of panic on the purt of Europeans, ond an 
orderly and well-cansidered effort to avert 
the porils by which they were cucompasacd, 
but there was an inflax of doctors from 
far and near, oager to ba instrumental 
in staying the pestilooce, or in tracing 
out ita causes and tho condition of 
ita prodaction. Jt jis now, almost of 
course, attributed to oa bacillus; and 
our correspondent tells us that it is 
supposed to be somewhat different from the 
*Bluck Death,’ or the Great Plague of 
London. It is easy to ba wise after the 
ovent, but still the question arises whether 
the anthorities have not thomuelvos to 
thank for the epidemic, and for tho loasaa 
it has entail. The ‘terrible, in- 
eonceivabio’ overcrowding, tha sbsence 
of drainage, tha gtench, thy ‘tons of 
indescribable rubbisl,' the houses which 
could he purified only by being burnt 
down, conatituted an assemblage of econ- 
ditions whieh were not only calculated 
to invite pestilonse, but which rendored 
ita appearance, gsconer or later, and in 
some form or other, absolutely certain. 
Englishmen, at least, have no longer the 
ereuse of ignorance with regard to the 
jufluence of auch conditions, aud the English 
in. Hongkong, when they permitted the 
Chinese quarter to fall into them, bad no 
right to expect that the laws of . natura 
would bo anspended or abrogated in their 
favour. It is difficult, of course, to in- 
terfera with the babita of the uativvs; but 
ib soema cortain that such interference 
will bea both necessary and practicablo in 
the future, und it ought not to have bean 
neglected in tha past. The vicinity of a 
filthy and crowded native community must 
always bo a standing menacu to the health 
of Enropeans, and must always entail 
liability to grave disaster, It is mot too 
much two cxpect that, even in China, 
British colony should illustrate by example 
the benefits of science and the advantages 
«civilisation, and should compel its 
dypendents to participate in these henetite 
and advantazes, even against their will, 

Mr. Skertchely's description of the 
depth of native ignorance sid eaperstition 
ia such we to be realised with difficalty by 
Europeans; but, if acenrate, it exhibits u bar 
rier against improvement of the moat formid- 
able kind. Kyenin Lndinit is said by those 
who are best acquainted with the country 
that no European can enter, by auy effort 
of imogination, into tbo reosssea of the 
native mind, Ii wey well happen, there- 
fore, that similar conditions may obtain. 
ina atill groator degree, in China; and 
that the benelits of British Government 
in Hong Kong, although in same respects 
thoroughly appreciated by those on whom 
they arc conferred, may, nevertheless, be 
received with a constant atepicion that, 
harm, after all, may come of them. His 
sugpested remody would, no donbt, be 
usefal; ond educated Chinese, who had 
acquired and could apply Westera know- 
ledge, would be likely, in duo time, to 
make converts ameoog their countrymen. 
It may ho asked, neverthelves, whether the 
work of imparting the required education 
is not one which the more enlightened 
among the Chinese should take in hand 
themselves. At present, at the commence- 
mant of a war which may be of long dura- 
tion, no action of the kind can be expected ; 
but war is oftena great awakener of national 
intellect, and it is possible that the one now 
i progress may lead to changes of a kind 
calculated to open a door to European 
aelance.

bably have prevented tho issue of this costly 
roving Commission.

‘THE EFTECTS OF TIE WAR, 


Writing on the cotton spinning industry 
of Japan, tho Mainiché anys: On. hostili- 
ties being Opened between thie country and 
China, all patriotic persone entertained anx. 
iety 28 to the-future of cortain industries 
of Japan affeotbd by the altered relations 
with China, Sinoo the Chinese Government 
has prohibited both the import of Jnpancse 
oommodities and the axport of Chinose gooda 
from that ouuatry, this anxiety among busi- 
ness mea in Japan has been largely enhanc- 
rd, We hive addressed enquiries to the 
Toanagem'nt of the Kanegatuchi Cotton 
Spinning Mille os to their views on the 
future of the spinoing iadustry, whioh is the 
principal iactor in the trade between the 
ty countries, The, opinions thus elicited 
differ widely from those eatertained by a 
seotion, of the public and by soma papers. 
In their view that whiob will bo most affec- 
ted in connection with the sptuning iadua- 
try of thia country isthe import of Chinese 
raw catton. As the public are well aware, 
very little cotton is produced in Japan, an 
alt materinl for the yarns spun in thie coun- 


itry bas to ba imported ; the raw cotton ro- 


quired for manufacturing the conrasr yarna 
whioh are in greatest demand in thia country 
being wholly supplied by Chino. Chinese 
raw cotton is naturally different from Indian 
eoiton, so that inthe event of the supply of 
Chinese cotton being cut off, the difficulties 
imposed on the spinning industry of 
Japan will be more — serious 
ja generally suppored by tha public, It 
should be remembered, however, that the 
supply of China cotton, while it is tho life 
of this particular industry, 7 equally the 
means of procuring fuad for the Chinese 
farmers, This country is the only ¢on- 
aumer of Chiness raw cotton. Therpfore, 
when the import to Japan of Chinese optton 
is stopped, millions of Chinese cotton\ cul- 
tivatora will be immediately deprived of their 
bread. For thiv reason, prohibition of the 
export of raw cotton to Japan will reaalt in 
the starvation of the Chinese cultivators 
long before any inconvenience is caused to 
Japan. And it ie probable that. all the raw 
cotton required Wy the Japanese spinners will 
come into Japan through tho means of foreign 
merchants. The octtoa crop io China-has 
heen exceptionally successful this year aud 
a fall in prioes was anticipated even had the 
war notorcurred,; how much more then will the 
price go down when export is abanlutely 
prohibited ? From this Jupaness spinners 
anticipate that they will bs able ta pro- 
cure cheap material, and this onticipation 
has been eonfirmed by the latest advices 
trom China, which report a decline of about 
1.50 sen aleendy, so that many days will 
not alopse befora Chinese raw cation 
appears in tbe ports of Japan. The 
next important factor in the  spianing 
industry of Japan in connection with 
China {a the stoppage of the export of 
yarns to that country, Sines the opening 
Gf this export to China, the business 
has continued to inoranse very rupidly, 
and it seemed to have a very brilliant 
future hefore it. It should be remembered 
that there are seasons for the export of yaro 
to Chios, and that no business is trane- 
acted during any other season of tho year, 
The peusops are fanuary and February aad 
July and August. Business continued 
till August this year, and would step now 
even if there were po war. In the opinion 
of the Mainichi China may suceeed tn the 
prohibition of the import of Japanese 
yurns -to that country, as there are 
many competitore in the trade, Rut 
itis to be noted that the quantity of yarns 
exported to China is no moro than one. 
fuurth of the whole production of Japan, 
and that the Kauegafuchi Spinning Mills 
ar so preaeed with home ordera that thoy 
can hardly execute them. At all avents, 
the apprehension that the prohibition of 
the export of Chiuuse raw cotton to Japan 
would result ia the closing of tho spinning 
mills, and that the prohibitioiwt the imports 
of Japanese yarns to Chine would result in en 
neenruiation of stocks, is unfuuoded. Aa 
a matter of fact the war will have hardly 
any effect on the spinning industry ut 
Jupan.

THE FOREST FIRES IN AMERICA, 

London, Sept. 4.—Further dstails are 
to hand with regard to the terrible 
forest fires which have devastated great 
tracts of country in America. The fires 
were due to the. unusually parchod 
state of the country, resulting from a pro- 
tracted drought, which had axtended over 
two months, They commenced on Friday 
in tho State of Minnesota, and, carried by @ 
high wind, the flames extended with slirm. 
ing rapidity, Sixteen towns, exclusive of 
villages, were destroyed. ‘The total number 
of people burned to death is estimated at 1500, 
The high rete of mortality waa dne toa 
sudden obange in the wind, whersby towns 
which were reckoned to be safe from the 
devastating element were unexpectedly en- 
gulfed in the flames, In many places the 
citizens kept the fira at bay for hours till 
, they became ao exhausted that they wore 
absolutely unable to battle with the advanc- 
ing fire any longer, and were burned to 
death, The air was fillad with the shrieks 
of tha dying. In several instances men and 
women stood up to their waists in pools of 
water, and saved themselves by dashing water 
over each other, while others wallowed in the 
mud, 

London, Sept. 4.—-The smoke from the 
burning country reudera navigation on Lakes 
Superior and Michigan dangerous, It is 
estimated that 150,000,000 trees have been 
burnt in the State of Minnesota alone, 

Sept. §.—Hundrads of survivora fromthe 
fires were rendered partly blind the by intense 
heat, their eyeballs being dreadfully soorch- 
ed, Three hyndeed square miles of country 
were burned. Fresh dires have broken out in 
the Chautaque, Erie, M’Kean, and Elk ooun- 
tries. Itis feared that the fires will reach
